It is time for the Business M en’s 
club to resume its regular meet­ 
ings and every business man to be­ 
come a member. 


T h e matter of entertaining the 
State Fair visitors is one that must 
not be neglected. 
It may be nec­ 
essary to ask the hospitable people 
of Sedalia to open their homes to 
the visitors and, of course, they 
will do it. 


“ T h e Burdens of Local Taxa­ 
tion and W ho Bears T hem ” is the 
title of a pamphlet lately issued by 
Lawrence Purdy, secretary of the 
N ew York Tax Reform associa­ 
tion. 
The closing paragraph gives 
Mr. 
P u rd y’s conclusions as fol­ 
lows : 
“ The general conclusion of 
the whole matter is that taxes upon 
things capable of reproduction are 
paid by the consumers 
of the 
things taxed, and that taxes upon 
things not capable of reproduction, 
but of fixed q uantity, are paid by 
the owners, and only by those who 
are the' owners, at the time the 
tax is imposed.” 


T he Globe-Democrat think s the 
steel strik e affords a great oppor­ 
tunity for European steel produc­ 
ers to regain the American mark et. 
But does not the G.-D. see that 
this opportunity comes from the 
existence of a trust that practically 
has a monopoly in this cciiotry,and 
that monopoly is ruinous when la­ 
bor troubles come? 
If the mills 
now owned by the trust were inde­ 
pendent concerns competing with 
each other there would be no gen­ 
eral strik e among them, for each 
would be anxious to secure orders 
and fill them, and when differences 
arose between them and their em­ 
ployes they would be willing to 
submit to arbitration and adjust­ 
ment. 
But monopoly is indepen­ 
dent and dictatorial for it k nows 
that the American consumer is 
even more at its mercy than the 
American work ingman. 


A RECENT decision req uiring the 
city of Beatrice, Neb., to pay a 
railroad bond debt which it was 
atiem pting to repudiate is of inter­ 
est, 
not 
particularly 
from 
the 
amount involved or because any 
specially new point was settled, 
says the Kansas City Journal, but 
because it gives a setback to the 
sentiment 
that 
just 
obligations 
may be repudiated if the creditor 
is a corporation. 
Municipalities 
are made up of individuals; many 
individuals put cfl the day of pay­ 
ment as long as possible, and not 
a few even seek to evade payment 
altogether. 
It is a temptation to 
“ get credit” when possible. 
It is 
so much easier than to pay cash. 
The future is usually rosy and the 
average man regards a note due a 
year or two hence as a much 
lighter 
burden 
than 
the 
one 
due 
tomorxow. 
Settling 
day 
is 
a 
long 
way 
off 
when 
a 
municipality or a county offers a 
few 
hundred 
thousand 
dollars 
bonus payable in tw enty or thirty 
years to a railroad or some other 
similar enterprise. 
This 
is fre­ 
q uently done in a time of patriotic 
and generous excitement.’ 
But the 
first of the month always comes in 
due time, and the bills come in. 
Sometimes there is provocation for 


refusing to pay. 
Often it is a case 
of paying for a dead horse. 
But 
honesty is the best policy for cities 
and counties as well as for indi­ 
viduals. 
Legislation especially fa­ 
voring the debtor is as pernicious, 
if not as ©ppressive, as that which 
mak es it harder to pay debts. 
Nebrask a is not the only stale that 
has found that out. 


O n e of the 
most unfortunate 
features of the great steel strik e is 
the dismantling and removal of 
the plants from a number of towns 
that depend upon that industry for 
support, and the blow will fall 
upon 
thousands 
who 
are 
not 
parties to 
this q uarrel between 
labor and cajiitai. 
Thousands q f 
men of small means will find their 
accumulation of property during 
years of hard labor swept away 
in a day, or so leduced in value 
as to be 
practically 
worthless, 
and they will be compelled to re­ 
move to other communities and 
begin the battle of life again. 
Of 
course the strik e itself will be ulti­ 
mately settled and the great steel 
trust and the great A m a’gamaied 
association will recoup their losses; 
but for thq innocent, 
who are 
crushed between the upper and the 
nether grindstones, 
tiiere is no 
hope. 
In this enlightened age 
there should be some w-ay to pre­ 
vent these wars that are destruct­ 
ive of the interests of those not en­ 
gaged on either side.

A t present, in the immediate vi­ 
cinity of Jefferson City, the rail­ 
road boom is not felt to the extent 
that it is in the west and south 
parts of Cole county. 
Cole county is not a small county 
by any 
means, 
and the railroad 
which are located in this county, 
ar^ several 
miles 
from Jefferson 
City. 
There will be plenty of work 
this fail and winter for the farmers 
who have lost by the drought, and 
any farmer who is out of a job can 
secure employment either on the 
Missouri Pacific extension between 
Jefferson C ity and Boonville, or oja 
the St. Louis, Kansas Cit}^ and 
Colorado line, which crosses the 
south part of Cole county, about 
,25 miles south of Jefferson City.

T he Colorado railroad tomorrow 
will let fifty more miles of 
the 
grading by contract. 
The company which is ¿ oing the 
grading in Cole county, and which 
will have the big tunnel to con­ 
struct, has announced that it is ex­ 
tremely 
anxious 
to 
employ 
the 
farmers wherever they will work, 
and offers them good wages and 
employment for their teams so Jong 
as the weather will permit the con­ 
tractors to continue 
their opera­ 
tions. 
W ork has just 
commenced on 
the 1,300 foot tunnel, which is in 
Cole county, and it will require 
until some time next year to com­ 
plete it. 
It will be one 
of 
the 
largest tunnels in the state when 
completed. 
The tunnel is about three miles 
from the Osage river, 
acd four 
miles from the old John Ilendley 
farm in this county, which is lo­ 
cated on the Bois Brule creek.

People living in the vicinity of 
Hanston, who were in the funeral 
procession, tell many strange sto- 
riCvS in connection with the occur­ 
rence. 
Some of them say that just 
prior to the flash of lightning a 
peculiarly soft, mellow light ap­ 
peared in the sky, which was so 
p.'cnounccd in its difference from 
sunlight as to attract attention and 
occasion comment, and that while 
the 
peculiar atmospheric or light 
condition.s were being discussed the 
clap of thunder and the ihtsh of 
lightning rivited 
their 
attention 
upon the strange scene which fol­ 
lowed. 
It is also sa^d that the lightning, 
after passing through the metallic 
coflin, passed along the running 
gear of the spring wagon and out 
on the double and single trees and 
burnt the end of the leather traces,

money bill in his possession.

$1.60. 
The robbers appeared sat­ 
isfied, but the leader,who remained 
outside, ordered them 
Ic» b^o v the 
safe open. 
A large a.nounhof dynamite was 
accordingly put on top of the safe, 
and the explosion that followed 
was terrific. 
A number of trunks 
in the car were shattered so that 
the contents yvere exposed to view'. 
Many boxes and packages in the 
car were wrecked. 
The roof of the car was blown 
nearly off, and the glass windows 
and skylights in the forward end 
of the second-class coach and the 
rear end of the mail car were sliv­ 
ered to atoms. 
The mail car suf­ 
fered the additional damage of 
staving in the rear end and injur- 
ing the letter cases. 
I'he through 
safe was split open. 
The one sol­ 
itary, money package is missing, 
and it is not known for certain 
whether the robbers got it or it 
was blown out of the safe. 
^ The robbers did 
not 
misuse 
Sheldon in any W'ay. 
They made 
no demand upon him to open the 
safe, 
which 
showed 
that they 
knew that the messenger could not 
do this. 
The robbers were four in num­ 
ber, and wore black masks over 
the lower part of their faces. They 
were well dressed, aud it seemed to 
him 
that all 
w^ere young men. 
They were very cool and betrayed 
DO nervousness. 
When they re­ 
turned from their pillaging tour 
through the train they leisurelv sat 
down under the water tank and di­ 
vided the spoils by the light of the 
torch. 
Each robber emptied his 
pockets and the mail pouch into 
one co mmo n pile, which was then 
divided into equal parts. The rob­ 
bers used no precautions against 
being surprised and shot. 
E very­ 
thing was done as coolly as it no 
great crime had been cornmitieii.

Postal Clerk George Tuley, of 
Sedalia, was in charge of tlie mail 
car on the train and his helper was 
E. H. Meek. 
This is not the first 
experience that Mr. Tuley has had 
in matters of this kind. 
He was 
in the Pryor creek hold-up on the 
Katy and was also on the car when 
the attempt was made to hold up 
a Katy train at Kelso the follow­ 
ing Christmas. 
Mr. Tuley was seen by' a Deni­ 
son Herald representative while en­ 
gaged in checking up what was 
left of the two sacks of registered 
mail. 
“ Just before reaching Caney we 
ran over two torpedoes,” saici he, 
“ but I paid no attention 
to that 
other than noticing them. 
W hen 
we stopped at Caney and I heard

the shots it did not take me a sec­ 
ond to make up my' mind what the 
trouble was, 
I had been there be­ 
fore and 1 knew what was coming. 
“ I dropped 
to the iloor of the 
car, for 1 
was not hunting any 
stray bullets,. 
1 had no idea that 
the robbers would give me trouble, 
and when they called for me to 
open up the car 1 told them that it 
was not tlie express car, thinking 
that would be satisfactory, 
“ It wasn’t, though, and when 
they repeited the demand I opened 
up tiie cur. 
Meek had finished his 
work and w'as asleep. 
The rob­ 
bers ordered me to jump down,and 
I obeyed orders. 
They asked me 
if there was anyone else in the car 
and I told thsm no. 
They found 
that Meefc was in there later, but 
seemed to iiave forgotten triat 1 
told them there was no one else 
there. 
“ There seemed to be four of the 
robbers, 
and maybe more. 
The 
call to the express messenger to 
open his car brought no response 
and a stick of dynamite was laid 
on the sill of the side door and the 
fuse lighted. 
“ The explosion extinguished the 
lights in the car and one of the 
men asked for a torch. 
After the 
express car had been nlltd the rob­ 
bers went to the postal car and 
opened the two sucks of registered 
mail. 
They tore open everything 
that looked to them as if it might 
be of value. Only two of the pack­ 
ages were received on my run, the 
rest of the matter oeing through 
packages. 
“ Most of the packages that were 
likely to have contained money 
were overlooked by the gang en­ 


tirely and they did not get much 
more for their labor than they did 
in the express car. 
“ W hen th» K was completed they 
announced tlieir intention of going 
through the train. 
They ordered 
me to take one of the sacks which 
they bad cut open and leaving one 
of the four to guard the trainmen, 
the trip through the train com­ 
menced. 
“ The commands of the robbers 
to shell out met with results all 
along the line and money and val­ 
uables were dropped into the sack 
which I was carrying. 
“ In the last sleeper the passen­ 
gers had all been ordered to one 
end of tlie car. 
The leader of the 
gang did not seem to be very well j 
satisfied with what they got from 
the sleeping car passengers, and, 
stepping up with a foot on a berth 
each side of the aisle, he covered 
them 
with a sixshooter and an­ 
nounced that people who rode in 
sleeping cars always had money 
aud that they wanted it. 
“ One fellow said he had a ten 
dollar bill in his shoe, 
which he 
proceeded 
to extract. 
Another 
said he hud some more money in 
his pocket, but he was so nervous 
that he could not get his hand into 
his pocket to get it out. 
Several 
of them made further contributions 
under the coaxing influence of the 
six-shooter, 
“ W hen the end of the car was 
reached the three men stepped out, 
relieving me of the sack and leav­ 
ing me in the sleeper. 
They did
